THE SALVATION ARMY. 


Arrival of the Pioneer Baal la this 
Corr try—Their Peculiarities. 
New York Time*. 
The Australia, which arrived from Lon­ 
don 
Wednesday, landed twenty-seven 
steerage passengers at Castle Garden, 
among them seven women and one man, 
constituting the advance guard of "The 
Salvation Army,” an organization of lay 
exhorters founded in England fourteen 
>ears ago by William Booth, a Dissenting 
clergyman, and now numbering over 
100.000 persons. Tney created quite a 
sensation in the Garden and subsequently 
rn the streets aa they proceeded to tbe 
iodging-honse that had been provided for 
them. They were all attired in a uniform 
ut dark bine cloth, edged with. bright yel­ 
low binding, and around their hats were 
broad bands of scarlet ribbon, inscribed 
with the words, "The Salvation Army,” 
in large gilt letters. One of tbe women, 
who bolds the rank of Captain, the other 
six being Lieutenants, carried a flag of 
bine and red stnfil with a large yellow sun 
in tbe centre and bearing tbe title of the 
Association. Tbe male member of tbe 
baod, whose name is George Railton, is 
known as 
ft Commissioner, and will 
nave charge of the future organization in 
the United States. He said that tbe army 
owed its foundation to a visit made by Mr. 
Booth to London, in 1365. He was struck 
with the vast number^l persons there who 
never attended divine service and resolved 
to devote himself to remedying the evil. 
Gathering about him a band of earnest 
Christians, he commenced a series of open 
air meetings, and thus formed the nucleus 
of what was at first known as the Christian 
Mission. In 1378 the title of «* The Salva­ 
tion Army” was adopted as being less cal­ 
culated to repel the persons whom it was 
designed to gather, and who do not like to 
be spoken of as needing mission effort. In 
September last, according to a circular 
furnished by Mr. Railton, there were In 
Bogland 122 corps, under the command of 
195 officers using for services weekly, 148 
theatres, music halls, warehouses, and 
other buildings, holding at the annual 
rate of 45,000 open air services and 60,000 
indoor services, and preaching to 74,000 
persons indoor every Sunday evening and 
to 2.000,000 in the streets every week. 
Through its instrumentality 257 persons 
have become wholly in religious work, 
and 3 25G others stand ready to speak or 
labor in the cause whenever called upon. 
Toe "army” is said to be approved by 
iwenty-three Mayors 
and magistrates, 
seventeen Superintendents 
of 
Police, 
and 129 clergymen. 
It funds 
are 
raised mainly by collections taken at the 
services. Last year there was raised in 
tnis way £12,000, while tbe general fund 
only amonoted to £4.540. *Mr Railton says 
that he and his colleagues will depend on 
what they can collect. Their passage was 
paid to this country by the home associa­ 
tion, this they are expected to refund. 
They will endeavor to secure a hall, so as 
to begin indoor services on Sunday. Mr 
Railton said that he had written ahead to 
Mr James Gordon Bennett to get out some 
posters for him. and Le was then about to 
call upon that gentleman in regard to them. 
He was much put out when ic formed that 
Mr Bennett was In Indiana. They will 
also preach in the streets to whoever will 
listen to them. The band gave a service 
song in the Garden yesterday. It was no­ 
ticeable that some of their hymns were set 
to American tunes, such as "way Down on 
the Suwanee River” and "Old Kentucky 
H>me” They are all firesh strong looking 
young persons of about 30 years of age. A 
gentleman who was formerly a member of 
army in England, and who emigrated to 
Philadelphia, started an organization sim­ 
ilar to this In that city some time ago, but 
this is thwfint genuine delegation that has 
ever come to this country. They intend 
to spread themselves throughout the prin­ 
cipal cities of the Union. Mr Railton ex­ 
plained that the colors of the flag—red and 
blue—signify the blood and purity of 
Christ, aod he was extremely anxious to 
have the fact published that the yellow 
had nothing to do with Orangeism. 


A FOOLHARDY BET.

George L Lamont and Gem started from 
this place yesterday forenoon at 9:34 for a 
trip to Ludington and back, tho peculiar 
incentive to the trip being said to De a 
wager that one boat could beat the other, 
and, In order to make the trip more bind­ 
ing, forfeit was said to have been put up, 
to be lost by the boat that turned back 
The Gem went to Ludington and came 
back safely; but the Lamont not being 
seen or heard from tho Gem and another 
tug went out to look for her, and patrols 
on foot ani horseback scoured up and 
down tbe beach. 
The missing persons are Charles Lamont, 
the captain aod owner of the boat; his 
son, George Lamont, aged 13, and Palmer 
Hill. The latter leaves a wife and Cap­ 
tain Lamont leaves a large family. 
The accident probably happened during 
the soow squall soon alter the boats leu 
this place. The principal facts relative 
to the loss ot the tug Lamont are

It is 
now claimed that the principal object of 
the trip to Ludington on the part of the 
tog Gem was to to take a pattern to the 
iron works la that city, and the Lamont 
was to have remained there, to have legs 
put under the boiler.

Ten 
dollars was put up by each as a forfeit, and 
the remainder put up by them on banda? 
morning.

A MYSTERIOUS SOX. 


IS L ie s U n cla im ed a n d U n o p en ed I 
th e T rea e srr* 
Special Correspondence. 
Washington, March l l —In the vaults 
of the Treasury Department there is a box 
which was placed tbere_ oyer thirty years 
■go tor safe keeping. No one knows who 
it belongs to, or what is to be done with 
IL It has been the subject of several in- 
vestigaiioiis by officers of the Treasury 
Department On various occasions reso­ 
lutions have been introduced in Congress 
making inquiries, etc., as to its value and 
ownership, but no satisfactory conclusion 
has ever beeu had as to its true history. Its 
contents are worth perhaps $2,000 or 
$3,000. The box remains in the Treasury 
vaults, t ghtly sealed and covered with 
dust No one can touch ti unless Congress 
peases a resolution to that effect. Several 
United States treasurers who have found 
the box in tbsir possession, when taking 
charge of the office, have recommended 
that the articles be sold at Auction nod the 
proceeds given to some charitable object 
or monument association. 
There at.e several stones tolJ ai to toe 
origin ot the box. One is that the con­ 
tents were a present to President Andrew 
Jackson from the Khedive ot Egypt, and 
were placed in the patent office, and after­ 
ward placed in the Treasury tor sate keep' 
ing. Another, and probably a more cor­ 
rect, history of the box is found in a report 
made by Secretary McCuUocb in answer 
to a resolution of the Hou-e ot Represents- 
lives. His letter is dated March IO, 1363, 
and he says: 
lo answer to your resolution bf the 
0th lost., inquiring as to the contents of a 
certain box in the vaults of the treasury, 
sealed with the seal of the patent office 
nod marked jewels,” an examination bas 
been made by the treasurer, and a cop? of 
his report is herewith submitted. 
It is 
understood that the articles are remnants 
of the objects of an extensive robbery 
committed a number of years since at the 
patent office. 
They have been In the 
treasury vaults since 1851 
I can see no 
reason for retaining them longer. 
They 
certainly subserve no good purpose in their 
present condition, and I respectfully rec 
ommend that they be sold at auction and 
the proceeds covered Into the treasury.

Andrew Jackson’s Yow. 


From tbs Daily States. 
Shortly after the occupation of Pensa- 
colo and the expulsion of the Spanish au­ 
thorities from Florida, by General Jack* 
son, Mr. Edward Paltry, an old citizen 
of New Orleans, now dead, was wont to 
relate that while standing behind the 
counter of the National Bank, his attenUon 
was duected to a group of military officers 
who entered the bank aud enquired for the 
the party was a man 
gaunt, stern-featured, spare and wasted 
of form, but erect and firm of carriage. 
Tne cashier h tying appeared, the chief 
introduced himself: "lam Andrew Jack­ 
son, Major-General of the United States 
Army, commanding the forces now occu­ 
pying Pensacola. My soldiers ore suffer­ 
ing greatly for the want of provisions, 
clothing and medicines. Immediate relief 
is required, and I moat have $20,000 to 
purchase them supplies. Here is my draft 
on the governmedL I desire to haye it 
cashed.” 
The cashier was appalled by this de­ 
mand. There was no authority to honor 
this check. The courteous but firm man­ 
ner and the prestige of the chieftain, how­ 
ever, restrained any such intimation from 
the cashier. Requesting the General and 
his staff to be seated, he retired to the 
rear office oi the President, and communi­ 
cated the appalling demand of the con­ 
querer of Florida. The President was 
equally alarmed and dispatched a messen­ 
ger to convoke the Directory. They quick­ 
ly assembled, and the subject was referred 
to them. 
It should be borne in mind that at that 
time General Jackson was regarded with a 
great deal of bitterness and distrust by a 
large political party in the country. He 
was looked upon as a dangerous and 
assuring military chieftain who menaced 
the integrity and freedom of our civil in­ 
st ltuiions, and especially of such institu­ 
tions as the great .National Bank. The di­ 
rectors of tne branch hank here were 
doubtless somewhat pervaded with this 
sentiment, still tne rules of the bank jus­ 
tified idem in declining to advance the 
fund required by General Jackson, and 
the President was instructed to communi­ 
cate Uhs conclusion of the Board. 
He did so with all the suavity usual on 
such occasions. 
Tit en rising from his seat and advancing 
to the counter, behind which the polite 
President stood, the old chief asked: 
"Do I understand you, sir, to say that 
this bank, having the money of me United 
States in its vaults, declines to advance a 
sum sufficient to fcupply the immediate 
needs oi two thousand patriot soldiers 
whom I have left in the swamps of Florida 
exposed to fevers aud starvation ?” With 
profound regret the rules must be ob­ 
served. 
Whereupon, with flashing eye and that 
female aspect never forgotten by any one 
who ever beheld Old* Hickory in a rage, 
me General, raising high his gauntleted 
hand, brought it down with great force 
upon the counter, exclaiming,' "By the 
Eternal! I will live to serve your rascally 
bank as I have the Spaniards lo Florida, 
as equally enemies of the people and of 
liberty.” 
With this fearful menace and vovr he 
strode with his staff out of the bank. As 
he emerged from the bank, me General 
encountered two Irish born citizens and 
merchants of New Orleans, who had heard 
of the order of the bank, and had hastened 
to join the General, with offers to cash his 
draft and furnish ail that he needed for his 
army.
